ON TOP AND WINGING: Business during 
the first 23 programs of Laurel’s 29-day spring 
meeting continued along the same prosperous 
note that marked Bowie’s earlier term. While 
complete Laurel returns were not in at this 
writing, the Schapiro-directed course’s daily 
average mutuel handle was hovering above the 
$1,000,000 mark and attendance was up ap¬ 
proximately 7 per cent. 

Bowie concluded its 41-day span on a highly 
satisfactory plane. The daily average handle was 
up 2 per cent over the 1956 figure, although 
the crowds were down 5 per cent. The Southern 
Maryland track benefited by good weather, par¬ 
ticularly when it needed it most—on the Satur¬ 
day and holiday programs. 

A bumper crowd of 25,002 fans came out to 
witness the card on George Washington’s Birth¬ 
day, this figure being less than 1,000 below the 
all-time high established in 1956. Attendance 
averaged 11,994, or 615 less persons per day 
than last year’s record figures. 

The daily average handle of $1,003,542 com¬ 
pared very favorably with the record $1,058,662 
established in 1953. 

FAMILY AFFAIR: Featured attraction of 
the closing-day program was the fourth running 
of the John B. Campbell Memorial Handicap at 
a mile and a sixteenth. Mrs. Jan Burke’s Dedi¬ 
cate, whose conformation would win him many 
a model class in Maryland’s show rings, regis¬ 
tered by the closest of margins over Christopher 
T. Chenery’s Third Brother. Thus, the Campbell 
reversed the order of finish established in the 
Bowie Handicap two weeks earlier. 

Dedicate, trained by the astute veteran, G. C. 
Winfrey, Mrs. Burke’s stepfather, is a son 
of the imported stallion *Princequillo, from 
the John P. Grier mare, Dini, herself a winner 
of 27 races. 

Eight started in the Campbell. Dedicate car¬ 
ried Bill Boland, who made up the bulk of his 
mount’s topweight of 124 pounds, and the 
fiduciary support of a plurality of the 20,646 
players in attendance. 

The rapid but none-too-persevering Mary’s 
Bubble was responsible for the early fractions, 
being prompted for the first half-mile by the 
locally-bred Pylades. Dedicate took over soon 
after entering the stretch and was all-out to hold 
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off the determined rush of Third Brother which 
bulled his way through on the rail. The photo 
showed Dedicates nose to be thrust in front at 
the wire, earning him a net purse of $75,150 of 
the gross $111,150. 

Mrs. Burke, owner of the winner, is the sister 
of W. C. (Bill) Winfrey, who saddled Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt’s Social Outcast to win the second 
running of the Campbell in 1955. 

This is the third season Dedicate has been a 
stakes winner. The five-year-old failed to reach 
the winner’s circle in 8 attempts at two but since 
has made up handsomely for any early deficiency. 
For his 34 starts (through the Campbell) he 
showed 9 wins, 6 seconds, 4 thirds and $353,850, 
making him one of the more solvent Thorough¬ 
breds in training. 

Dedicates Campbell win and a second in the 
Bowie Handicap were enough to credit the 
beauteous Mrs. Burke with earnings of $80,150, 
making her the meeting’s leading owner. An¬ 
other leading lady of the Turf, Mrs. Ethel D. 
Jacobs, wife of the accomplished redhead, 
Hirsch, garnered 9 wins, 4 seconds, 5 thirds and 
$59,400 to be runner-up over Virginia’s C. T. 
Chenery. 

W. H. Bishop, the mule-skinner from Anna, 
Illinois, and the nation’s halter king, took down 
training honors with 10 victories, one more 
than Bernie Bond. Hirsch Jacobs, Eddie Yowell 
and Dave Zakoor, Jr., finished in a three-way 
tie for third, each posting 8 wins. 

Harold Keene, who has more than 2,000 
winners to his credit, gained 35 more at Bowie 
to earn jockey honors. Nick Shuk, perennial 
Maryland leader, posted a better percentage but 
landed 9 less winners than Keene. Dick Lawless 
and Oliver Cutshaw accounted for lesser laurels. 

Before taking leave of Bowie, mention must 
be made of the stellar riding of two highly 
promising apprentices, Harold Grant and Frank 
Lovato. 

The 17-year-old Grant rode as well, percent¬ 
agewise, as any of the more established jockeys 
at Bowie. He registered with 19 of his 98 
mounts for a 19 per cent success figure. Grant 
topped the standings at Charles Town’s "spring” 
meeting and made a big hit with horsemen upon 
moving his tack to the Maryland major tracks. 
Before the Bowie session had run its course,

Trainer DaVerne Emery, former jockey and first 
apprentice in modern history to have a mount 
in the Preakness, purchased his contract on be¬ 
half of his client, Carolyn K Stable. Former 
contract holder George Stribling received (a 
reported) $10,000 for the pact. 

Making the purchase appear a financially pru¬ 
dent transaction, Grant then moved to Laurel 
and proceeded to make his way to the top of the 
standings there. 

Frank Lovato, a 19-year-old from New 
Mexico, came to Maryland under lease with the 
W. H. Bishop stable. In no small way was the 
youngster responsible for Bishops landing the 
trainers’ title at Bowie. In one afternoon he 
coaxed and cajoled home four winners for 
Bishop and then, hero that he was, had to hitch 
a ride home (to Laurel) with Racing Writer 
Snowden Carter of the Baltimore Sunpapers. 
The youngster has no car. 

Lovato’s saddle prowess (he won with his first 
mount in Maryland) didn’t go unnoticed. 
Trainer Dick Handlen, acting for William 
duPont, Jr.’s Foxcatcher Farm, quickly snapped 
up his contract for $12,000 from Dr. Donald 
Munroe, who had leased the boy to Bishop. The 
youngster, whose derring -do won him considera¬ 
ble acclaim here, since has moved to New York 
with the Foxcatcher horses. 

CAPITOL GAIN: Of the 14 sprinters that 
went postward for the six-furlong Capitol 
Handicap, which brightened Laurel’s opening 
program on All Fools’ Day, Granger Menefee’s 
five-year-old Solid Gem was held next least likely 


to succeed. His odds were 48.40 to 1; only 
Invicto, which was coming off a win, went off 
at a longer price. 

Perhaps just to show that horses can’t (or 
won’t) read the odds-board, Solid Gem quickly 
set out to confound the experts, and a good job 
he did of it—scoring by three-quarters of a 
length. The occasion marked the first success in 
an added-money race for the winner, his jockey, 
Apprentice Carl Gambardella, his trainer, 
Charles DeWald, and owner, Granger Menefee. 

Solid Gem was off well from his No. 10 post 
position, was fortunate enough to save ground 
in a large field, and possessed enough late speed 
to best Brookfield Farm’s favored Itobe. A nose 
behind the latter was Lord Jeep, which necked 
the Lincoln’s Birthday Handicap winner, 
Weeper’s Boy. 

Solid Gem has won in each of his four cam¬ 
paigns on the track, sometimes under a claiming 
tag. He was purchased at Pimlico last fall by 
private treaty. The Capitol purse of $8,260 
boosted his earnings to s $49,755, gleaned through 
13 wins, 6 seconds and 7 thirds in 55 starts. 
Solid Gem was foaled in California at the 
Thomas Thoroughbred Farm, Glendora. 

IT MUST BE LOVE: Each year, when word 
reaches Columbia, South Carolina, that winter’s 
last frost has loosened its icy grip on Maryland 
soil, Baltimoreans Harry Z. Isaacs and Edward I. 
Kelly pack up the Brookfield Farm horses and 
head north. This year Trainer Kelly shook the 
sand from his shoes and the pine needles from 
his broad-brimmed, eastern-blocked Stetson and 
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vanned 22 head to Laurel. This was about the 
last of March, and the Brookfield horses were 
ready to run—or more properly, scoot. 

On the first of April, both I Offbeat and Itobe 
(all the Brookfield horses’ names begin with the 
letter "I”) finished second, the latter getting 
$2,000 as runner-up in the Capitol Handicap. 
The next day, I Now, a three-year-old maiden, 
placed third. Something went wrong the next 
day—I Would wouldn’t (or couldn’t) bring 
home a check in a $5,000 claimer. Two days 
later Isawhiz wasn’t—he got his signals switched. 

Then things returned to normal. Kelly saddled 
Infatuation for the Cherry Blossom Handicap 
and the fretful and diminutive daughter of Rose- 
mont with the bold splash of white on her 
muzzle literally took off. At the quarter she was 
two in front, widened it to three at the half, 
was five to the fore in the stretch and six at the 
wire. As with Eclipse, the rest were nowhere. 
Though the four-year-old was drawing off with 
every stride, Jockey R. J. Martin kept shaking 
his whip beside her head to remind her that they 
don’t pay off at the 70-yard pole. 

Philip Connors’ Stolen Hour, making her 
1957 debut, was second, with Colonnade Farms’ 
Mabe Cee lapped on her at the wire. 

As a two-year-old, Infatuation broke her 
maiden in Atlantic City’s Margate Stakes, gain¬ 
ing her only success that season in five starts. In 
all, she’s only been postward 14 times, winning 
5 races, being second 4 times and earning 
$37,345. Of that sum, $7,560 was gleaned 
through her Cherry Blossom victory. 

Infatuation is a daughter of the fine racemare 
Imacomin (Rancocas and World’s Playground 
Stakes and Oceanport and Mermaid Handicaps) 
and, of course, was bred by her owner. Infatua¬ 
tion carried 120 pounds, two less than the top- 
weighted Solar System, and traversed the six 
furlongs on a good track in 1:11 3/5.

The tenth running of Jamaica’s Prioress 
Stakes, April 10, was next on the Brookfield 
agenda. For this one, Kelly tossed Hedley Wood- 
house aboard I Offbeat, a three-year-old daughter 
of War Relic and Missmahoot, the latter dam 
of Imacomin which produced the Cherry Blos¬ 
som winner, Infatuation. 

IBIDEM: (There’s one for you, Mr. Isaacs.) 
The running of the Prioress was a duplication 
of the strategy employed in the Cherry Blossom: 
go to the front and improve position from 
there. I Offbeat, carrying scale of 121 pounds, 
broke on top, was three in front at the quarter, 
six at the half, eight at the stretch call and the 
same at the wire. Therapy, later to win two 
straight, was second, a neck in front of the 
Maryland-prepped but Virginia-bred-and-owned 
Mile. Dianne. 

The Prioress was worth $16,250 to Mr. 
Isaacs, who, when he isn’t a-racing, directs a 
Baltimore clothing manufacturing concern. 

I Offbeat didn’t get to the races until Novem¬ 
ber 1, 1956, when she won her only start as a 
juvenile at Garden State Park. Her 1957 debut, 
mentioned above, was a highly creditable second 
to the Jeffords colt, Bakht, which was prepping 
for the Chesapeake Stakes. Then came the 
Prioress. Her three starts then have netted her 
two wins and a second, and $19,750. 
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The finish of the Chesapeake Trial. Howell E. Jackson's FOUR FATHOMS scored over Mrs. 
John T. Maloney's Soft Day in a tight finish. Third to finish in the six-furlong stakes was Caro¬ 
lyn K. Stable's Pro-Brandy. An objection lodged against Four Fathoms was not allowed. 


TAKE A SOUNDING: Four Fathoms, 
Howell E. Jackson’s English-bred colt by Pearl 
Diver—Weighbridge, by Portlaw, a Preakness 
and Belmont Stakes eligible, started off his 
sophomore campaign auspiciously with a victory 
in Laurel’s Chesapeake Trial Stakes. Picking up 
113 pounds, the Joe Culmone-piloted three- 
year-old eked out a nose decision over Soft Day, 
winner of a division of the Marlboro Nursery 
last year. Pro-Brandy, likewise a 1956 stakes 
winner, was third. 

Soft Day dogged the winner’s steps all the 
way and was only inches from the Englishman’s 
muzzle at the wire. Lightly campaigned, Four 
Fathoms had started six times, up to and includ¬ 
ing the Chesapeake Trial, and had won three 
times, his only placings. The Trial netted the 
winner’s Virginia owner $7,780 and a great 
measure of satisfaction. 

Four Fathoms is one of his dam’s three stakes 
winners and was purchased from Blue Ridge 
Farm’s 1955 consignment at Saratoga for 
$27,000. Mrs. George L. Harrison, owner of 
Blue Ridge, had purchased the colt as a weanling 
for $9,408 through the British Bloodstock 
Agency. 

Edward A. Christmas, who trained Gallorette, 
adjudged America’s greatest racemare by mem¬ 
bers of the American Trainers’ Association, and 
the latter-day Nasrina, also conditions Four 
Fathoms. 

LOCAL CLASSIC HOPE: While the three- 
year-old "cats” were away at Jamaica—shooting 
for the $50,000-added Wood Memorial—the 
"mice” were playing in Laurel’s Chesapeake, 
April 20. The punters on hand at the Inter¬ 
national track strung along with the Jeffords 
entry of Gannet and Bakht, hoping the latter 
would live up to his family name. Second choice, 
at a generous 5 to 1, was Inswept which in the 
past had shown a pronounced affinity for 
Laurel’s racing strip. If it were waterlogged, so 
much the better, but this time it was powdery. 


Inswept ran to his workouts—he had turned 
a handy mile in 1:40 four days earlier—and 
made off with first money of $18,125. Those in¬ 
clined to back his chances with coin of the 
realm were rewarded with $12.00 for the mini¬ 
mum investment. 

Breaking 12th in a 14-horse field, the son of 
Faultless—Sweep In, by * Blenheim II, benefited 
greatly by a where-angels-fear-to-tread ride from 
Joe Culmone. Inswept held a length margin 
over Gannet at the wire and was drawing out at 
the end. This was his fourth victory (and third 
at Laurel) in 14 starts. Also to his credit are 
five seconds and $39,975. 

Foaled March 26, 1954 at Miss Mildred 
Woolwine’s White Oaks Farm, Lexington, In¬ 
swept was bred and is owned by Roslyn Farm, 
nom de course of Mr. and Mrs. Gough W. 
Thompson, of Pikesville. Last year, J. Bowes 
Bond trained him to win the Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins Stakes at Laurel. Since that time Frank 
A. Bonsai has assumed conditioning control of 
the Roslyn horses. 

Chesapeake Day was a red-letter one for the

In attendance for Inswept’s most notable vic¬ 
tory was Dr. F. A. O’Keefe, master of Pine 
Brook Farm, who purchased the colt’s dam for 
$4,500 at Keeneland in 1955. He has a Sun 
Again yearling from Sweep In. Roslyn has a 
Ponder two-year-old from the same mare. 

TOGETHER AGAIN: Jamaica-shaped 
Walter Haight, Turf Editor of the Washington 
Post and Times-Heraid, whose fame as a rac¬ 
onteur is exceeded only by his wasteline, de¬ 
scribed the furor which arose from the handling 
of the Bowie Breeders Stakes when he wrote: 
"An egg was laid at Laurel this Easter Monday 
morning.” 

Behind it all was a most unusual decision to 
re-unite the two divisions of the stakes for 
Maryland-bred two-year-olds (transplanted from 
Bowie) after it had been split. When 17 were 
entered for the 4 V 2 -furlong race, Laurel decided, 
in the interest of safety to split the $7,500

event into two sections. Post positions were 
drawn, newspaper selections made and past per¬ 
formances printed. Fans handicapped the races 
accordingly. Then, at scratch time, one horse was 
removed from the first division and three were 
taken out of the second section. The latter seg¬ 
ment was left with six entrants, two being 
coupled in an entry, which figured to be a 
standout choice. 

The decision then was made to re-unite the 
race and split the eighth race to round out the 
program. 

Eastern Hobo, the property of W. Taylor 
Leatherbury, disposed of Searching Wind to 
score by a length from Wayward Bird. Georgie 
Hettinger had the J. Yancey Christmas-trained 
mount. The winner’s share was $5,225.

The winner’s time for the 4VS furlongs over 
a fast track was :53 2/5, a second slower than 
Wreck Master’s course mark. Eastern Hobo 
was making his second start. In his only other 
essay he had won under a $7,500 claiming tag, 
also at Laurel. Bred by his owner, Eastern Hobo 
is from the High Quest mare, Ponemah. 

BELAIR TO BE RESOLD: On Friday, April 
12, Circuit Judge Charles C. Marbury voided 
the Belair Farm contract of sale between the 
estate of William Woodward, Jr. and William 
Zeckendorf. The decision was based upon the 
Judge’s findings that the estate’s trustees were 
not "diligent” enough in their efforts to obtain 
the best price for the 2,280-acre farm. 

William Levitt and Norman L. Adolf, New 
York real estate operators, challenged the Oc¬ 
tober 10, 1956 contract, contending that they 
offered more money for the property before the 
sale had been closed.

FARM NOTES: Harry Z. Isaacs, owner of 
Brookfield Farm, has purchased from Binna 
Farm (Snowden Carter and Louis Pascal) the 
six-year-old * Royal Gem II mare, Perfect Gem. 
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The latter recently foaled a *Kingsway colt at 
Binna Farm. She is a full sister to Dark Star, 
Kentucky Derby winner and only horse ever to

Maryland-bred mare, Brazen Brat, which raced 
so well a few seasons ago for Mrs. Samuel M. 
Pistorio, is the dam of a good-looking Native 
Dancer colt. Brazen Brat is now the property of 
George Offutt, III, at whose Bellview Farm, she 
now is quartered. . . . Doug Small, who saddled 
his good Aeschylus to win his first outing this 
year, has purchased an interest in * Northern 
Star, which stands at Peter Jay’s Churchville 
farm. Northern Star has out three winners in 
his first crop this year.

T)ROBABLY nobody noticed it, but this de- 
*** partment has been missing from the last 
two issues of The Maryland Horse. Th^ 
trouble was not in your set, it was due to inter¬ 
ference at the point of origin. Now it’s about 
cleared up. What happened was that many 
brilliant students of advertising media de¬ 
manded space in this publication and I was 
squeezed out. 

For the March issue and again for April’s, 
the magazine was laid out with 48 pages, in¬ 
cluding this report to my superiors on what I 
do for the money they give me. Each time, at 
the very last minute, would-be advertisers 
begged and pleaded until I let ’em in, so there 
I sat with a big fat itinerary in my hand and 
no place to put it. Printers abhor a 49-page 
magazine. 

I said "probably nobody noticed it,” but that 
was just modesty. The fact is, I had to yield to 
public demand and get back in. I say this in all 
humility, but you can’t argue with statistics. 

In the Louisville airport, the morning after 
the Derby, I ran into Mr. and Mrs. Leo O’Don¬ 
nell who were making sure some week-end 
guests left town. 

Mrs. O’Donnell, who is as polite as she is 
charming, said, "You didn’t have anything in 
The Maryland Horse last month, and we 
always get it.” 

Mr. O’Donnell, who is as honest as he is 
distinguished-looking, added, "We don’t pay 
for it, of course. Somebody gave us a sub¬ 
scription.” 

I couldn’t think of just the right remark to 
throw in then, but Mrs. O’Donnell could. She 
invited me to dinner. And I shall go the next 
time I am in Louisville and spend the evening 
reading sonnets to her. 

Riding back on the plane, the statistical 
angle struck me. In 50 per cent of the airports 
I had passed through on the trip, ladies (or 
rather, lady) had noticed that this page was 
omitted last month. As I had heard somewhere 
that there are about 2,000 landing fields in the 
United States, I was staggered when I extended 
my statistic. On the basis of data at hand, there 
were 1,000 ladies waiting in airports to ask me 
why I hadn’t been in The MARYLAND HORSE 
last month! The factor of time precluded my 
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making a complete canvass, but any compe¬ 
tent researcher will bear me out that one-tenth 
of one per cent provides a pretty good sam¬ 
pling. 

Since the last recording here, I’ve been to 
the Florida Derby, from which Gen. Duke 
emerged victorious when I thought Bold Ruler 
would; the Maryland Hunt Cup, which I 
deemed a set-up for Lancrel, but Ned’s Flying 
took it; and the Kentucky Derby, which with¬ 
out Gen. Duke, I was certain was Bold Ruler’s. 
Iron Liege, of course, was the winner. 

Between these three spectaculars I wedged 
in a few other races and ten days among the 
flora and fauna of Dare County, North Caro¬ 
lina. The black bass bit beautifully, but the 
channel bass held back and let the sharks, 
skates and blowfish beat up my bait. 

Forced into a corner sometime, I might be 
persuaded to talk about the Huro floridana and 
Esox reticulatus that abound in Dare County’s 
twin lakes—East and South. I shall say nothing 
about the stringer that slipped overboard with 
a record bass and two others attached, nor shall 
I mention the popping bug that jettisoned its 
hook and kept me wondering for an hour how 
it was that these sea beasts could bat it around 
the way they were without getting snagged. 

The Shehan safari (Tom Shehan, of the 
Horsemen's Journal , and sundry New England 
friends) stopped by as usual for the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. We attended—this time with sta¬ 
tion wagon and box lunches—so observers who 
didn’t look at the license plates couldn’t tell us 
from Pennsylvanians. Always in the Yankee 
group is Mr. Tommy Sullivan, of the famous 
printing establishment. He was with us, part 
of the time, at the Hunt. 

Mr. Shehan and Mr. Rocky Rockwell, Salem 
editor, caught up with me again in Louisville, 
and that was a case of history repeating itself. 

It was a cold Derby, but an exciting one. Mr. 
Shehan was the first person, not actively cover¬ 
ing the race, to notice that Shoemaker changed 
his stance in the middle of the drive. 

Mr. Rockwell, I believe, enjoys the Mary¬ 
land Hunt and the rye, better than he does the 
Derby and the bourbon. Mr. Tommy Sullivan 
is impartial. 

Mr. Shehan just looks at the stuff and sneers. 
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My Lady’s Manor —Sixteen-year-old Benja¬ 
min Griswold, IV, a Gilman School student from 
Monkton, knocked eight seconds off the course 
record when he won the first of Maryland’s big 
three of timber racing at My Lady’s Manor on 
April 13. 

Riding his father’s Irish import, Doll Ram, 
young Griswold was making only his second 
start in a sanctioned race, and wrote an interest¬ 
ing page in the Free State’s history of timber 
racing in the process. 

Doll Ram led for almost the whole distance 
of the three-mile course, leading George Ohr- 
strom, Jr.’s Fast to the wire by five lengths. 
Behind Fast was a hopeful for the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, Rayquick, while last year’s Hunt Cup 
winner, Hugh J. O’Donovan’s Lancrel, was a 
f/ell-beaten fourth. The O’Donovan gray also 
was being pointed for the Maryland two weeks 
hence, and rider Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., reported 
after this start that the horse had needed the 
race, and should run better in his next start. 

Three thousand hearty souls braved a March¬ 
like day, with gray skies and chilly winds, to see 
this 47th running of the Manor race. Although 
Doll Ram had things his own way during most 
of the running, Griswold did have an uncom¬ 
fortable moment when the big brown horse (an 
eight-year-old—a mere youngster as ’chasers go) 
made a bad landing at the ninth. He recovered, 
however, and never relinquished his lead. Fast 
was getting to him somewhat in the late stages, 
but the Ohrstrom horse had trouble at the 15th 
fence which kept him from being closer. 

Bonsai, son of one of Maryland’s most success¬ 
ful trainers of flat runners, won the John Rush 
Streett Memorial, the other event on the two- 
race card, with H. Robertson Fenwick’s likely 
prospect, Coit. Close behind him, with only a 
neck separating them, was Lewis Ledyard’s 
Jinxed Star, ridden by B. H. Murray. Jinxed 
Star and Coit had been juggling the lead be¬ 
tween them for most of the race, but Jinxed 
Star held onto it stoutly by three lengths over 
the last fence. Then Bonsai went to work on 
Coit during an uphill dash for home, and Coit 
was pulling away when they crossed the finish. 

Behind them, nearly 20 lengths, was Mrs. 
Henry Obre’s Coup de Vite, which was another 
length in front of Mrs. Thomas Nichols’ Star¬ 
board. Fifth was John Devereux’s Major Grace. 
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The Grand National —Jump-up fans had 
their choice of two locales on April 20, and 
those who chose timber races at Maryland’s 
Grand National course near Butler over a full 
card of steeplechases at Middleburg, Va., 
wouldn’t have traded their selection for any¬ 
thing short of the Hunt Cup itself. 

The "little” Grand National, called that only 
because it doesn’t happen to be that other Grand 
National in England, turned out to be about as 
active a race as the most avid fan could want. 
Tops in news value occurred in the secondary 
feature, the Western Run Plate for maidens, 
when a loose horse named Jack Spraggon dogged 
the footsteps of the eventual winner for five 
fences, was chased off the course by a truly 
sporting rider and finally ran into a small throng 
and sent two people off to the hospital with cuts 
and broken ribs. (’Twas the general belief that 
the people actually managed to hurt each other

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in panic at the oncoming horse, but a coherent 
witness to this rather isolated happening was 
bard to find.) 

But to the honest-to-gosh timber enthusiasts, 
naost of the real news was centered, for the 
second successive week, around the Griswold 
family of Monkton. This trip, young Benjy was 
aboard a homebred, Infraction, which took the 
lead at the start and never was headed through¬ 
out the three-plus miles and 18 fences that make 
up the course. Riding as confidently as a sea¬ 
soned veteran in this, his third time between 
the flags, the youngster gave his father’s flashy 
chestnut a ride that would be hard to match. He 
won by a comfortable ten lengths over Gen. 
Richard K. Mellon’s eight-year-old, Octavia’s 
Son, which was the surviving half of the Penn¬ 
sylvania-owned entry. His stablemate, White 
Coat, went down at the second fence, broke his 
neck and never moved again. 

Octavia’s Son was a head the best over Bliss 
Flaccus’ Maryland-owned Gold Tar. The other 
two to finish, George T. Weymouth’s Star 
Salome and Mrs. C. P. Denckla’s Ned’s Flying, 
crossed the finish almost pulled up. 

Time for the running was 6:20 4/5, some¬ 
what off the course record of 6:10 3/5 set in 
1952 by Pine Pep. 

The maiden race, over a slightly modified 
version of the Grand National route, was taken 
by Lewis C. Ledyard’s Jinxed Star, over Louis 
Neilson, Jr.’s Coke Hi. It was in this race that 
Laddie” Murray, on the Ledyard entry, was 
plagued mile after mile by the riderless Jack 
Spraggon, which had lost rider Stokes Lott at 
the fourth fence. Then Jack Spraggon changed 
his nuisance tactics to Paul Fout on Champaign 
Lass. John B. Hannum III, who was galloping 
along just behind with Timberbrush, saw his 
friend Fout’s plight, called to him: "I’ll take 
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care of that loose one for you!” and, sacrificing 
all his own chances for victory, rode Jack 
Spraggon off the course. Unfortunately it can¬ 
not be reported that there was any immediate 
reward for Hannum’s sportsmanlike act; Tim¬ 
berbrush lost him at the 16th fence. 

This day for the Grand National was made to 
order—warm, sunny, and thoroughly pleasant 
for a drive through some of Maryland’s hand¬ 
somest countryside. Everything was in bloom, 
and as a special added fillip, the course was 
sprinkled with tiny little grape hyacinths, purple 
flowers which delighted the eye. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup — A mild- 
mannered old hunter from Pennsylvania, Ned’s 
Flying, which had been sent in quest of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup each year since 1953 with¬ 
out success, finally found his way to the winner’s 
circle in the 61st running for the Hunt Cup on 
April 27, after one of the timber classic’s most 
action-packed renewals in many springs.

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Gene Weymouth, who rode a near-perfect race 
to chalk up his first win in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. He had the mount on Ned's Flying. 

Ned’s Flying, owned by Mrs. C. Paul Denckla 
of Berwyn, Pa., never had managed to finish 
better than fourth in his earlier trys for "the 
Maryland.” But his fifth trip over the four miles 
and 22 fences that comprise America’s toughest 
steeplechase course broke not only his own jinx, 
but also a hex that has hung about his rider, 
Eugene Weymouth. Gene had been going after 
that cup for the better part of a decade himself, 
had it almost within his grasp in 1949 when his 
own Cormac, running easily in front and a 
nearly certain winner, ran into a whisky bottle 
and cut his tendon within 200 yards of the 
last fence. 

This year, all the luck started in the direction 
of Ned’s Flying and Gene Weymouth when the 
hex shifted to last year’s winner, Hugh J. 
O’Donovan’s Lancrel. The gray French-bred was 
leading the field at a common gallop, after open¬ 
ing up a lead that extended from 20 to 40 and 
then 50 lengths, when he decided he didn’t care 
for the 13th fence, and refused. 


4 he six-horse field in the race already had 
been reduced at this point; Louis Ledyard’s 
Jinxed Star, another gray, fell at the seventh and 
Christopher Greer’s Virginia-owned Rayquick 
popped his stifle somewhere between the third 
and fourth jumps, after setting the early pace. 

When Lancrel blasted his own chances with 
that refusal, the lead was taken over by the 
veteran Tiger Bennett on Gold Tar, owned by 
Bliss Flaccus. Behind him were Benjy Griswold 
on Infraction and Ned’s Flying. 

Frank Bonsai, Jr., who gets along with Lancrel 
principally because he leaves him alone as much 
as possible, turned his sour-natured French-bred 
quickly and nursed him over the 13th, but now 
he was many lengths behind the rest of the field. 

At the 14th, there was more action. Infraction, 
which had made several chancey jumps, this 
time hit hard, went to his knees and lost young 
Griswold. Only a few of the 17,500 spectators 
actually could see that Griswold hopped back on 
his horse and a few seconds later was "hunting” 
along behind the field. Gold Tar was in front, 
Ned’s Flying was jumping steadily just behind, 
and now Lancrel, being driven hard by rider 
Bonsai, was coming into another challenging 
position. But the long disadvantage he had made 
up took its toll; the Frenchman tired. While 
Ned’s Flying was coasting along, impressed, 
Lancrel hit the 19th fence and sent Bonsai to 
the ground; Gold Tar and Ned’s Flying swept . 
on down to the 20th, and at this point it became 
obvious that the well-saved horse was the fresh 
one. Ned’s Flying took the lead, went over the 
22nd and last with a two-length advantage, and 
finished a good eight lengths ahead of Gold Tar 
and Bennett. 

Infraction and Griswold were far behind, but 
gamely finished the course and crossed the finish 
line third, with no other contenders. 

Time for the running was 9:04 1/5, which 
was 20 seconds slower than the course record set 
in 1938 by Blockade, with J. Fred Colwill up. 
There have been many slower Marylands. 1 
Marchized ran the course in 9:17 three years 
ago and Pine Pep’s trip through fetlock-deep 
mud in 1952 took 10:12. Even the great Block¬ 
ade himself ran the Hunt Cup in slower time; 
he and Freddy Colwill won over a course de¬ 
scribed as "soft” in 1940 in 9:10, and a year 
earlier in heavy going in 9:16. 

The winner’s trainer is fair-haired Bill 
Thomas, one of Mrs. Denckla’s neighbors in the 
Pennsylvania hunt country. Thomas it was who 
purchased Ned’s Flying for Mrs. Denckla when 
he was a two-year-old, for the now dazzling 
price of $50. Bill has trained the horse ever 
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since, and although Ned’s Flying has played the 
role of bridesmaid in four other Marylands, he 
has fared better in a number of Pennsylvania 
cross-country races, having won at White Marsh, 
Radnor and Rose Tree. The old horse hunts 
every season and carries, at various times, most 
of the Denckla family, including 12-year-old 
Davida, who accepted the trophy for her mother. 

The weather always is a main topic of dis¬ 
cussion at this affair, and people not only talked 
about it but did something about it this April. 
It turned out to be about as warm a day for the 
race as anybody recalled, with the thermometer 
in the upper 80s. Summer garb was the order 
of the day for this usually tweedy occasion. 
There were many bare arms and backs among 
the distaff contingent, and fewer neckties than 
had graced the hillside in years. The clink of 
ice could be heard as early as noontime, when 
the first picnickers began to unload their im¬ 
pediments in Hunt Cup Day tradition. It was 
a grand day for walking the course, too, and 
dozens of spectators did precisely that, with the 
usual unbelieving comments over the height and 
solidness of those timber fences. 

And if you had made arrangements to meet 
somebody in the paddock, chances were that 
you couldn’t find him. The status within the 
hallowed snow fence was about as quo as ever; 
most of the 17,500 seemed to be in possession 
of tickets, and the management could congratu¬ 
late itself on its sensible policy, established 
several years ago, of building an inner paddock 
for the people and an outer one for the horses. 

There were two scratches at posttime, and 
both of them were certain ones. Star Salome, 
scheduled to run once again in the colors of Dr. 
Joseph M. Rogers, hurt herself the week before 
and couldn’t run. The Griswolds had to make 
a choice between Doll Ram and Infraction, and 
chose their homebred. 

Armored Dies 

Late in April, the stallion Armored died at 
Henry Dentry’s Lake Fannie Hill Farm, Bel Air.

(*Sickle) won the Stallion Class at Timonium 
in 1951.

HORSE OF THE MONTH 

Another son of Man o’ War wins fame 
in one of the world’s extraordinary races: 
the Maryland Hunt Cup, four miles and 
22 stout timber fences, some five feet in 
height. Read the story of Blockade! 

When Blockade thundered down the stretch 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup course to break 
the record for the most difficult of all jumping 
courses 1 by seven and three-fifths seconds, it 
brought new acclaim to that hero of the Ameri¬ 
can Turf, Man o’ War. 

The achievement lifted Blockade on a pedes¬ 
tal beside Mrs. Randolph Scott’s Battleship, 
another son of Man o’ War, who only the 
month previously had won the most famous

of the worlds jumping classics, the Grand 
National at Aintree. It made Blockade, quite 
obviously, our Horse of the Month. 

Blockade’s story is one of patience and per¬ 
severance. 

Out of a lovely mare named Rock Emerald, 
by Trap Rock, Blockade was foaled in 1929 on 
Mrs. Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade Farm, at 
Upperville, Va. He was a promising yearling 
but turned out to be hard to train. For one 
thing, he had trouble with an ankle; for an¬ 
other, he was what trainers call a "washy” 
youngster, one who nervously takes too much 
out of himself. Like many of Man o’ War’s 
sons, he needed time to develop. 

Gwyn Tompkins, well-known Virginia train¬ 
er, was then in charge of Mrs. Sloane’s stable 
and he disposed of Blockade to a Warrenton 
dealer, Lee Evans, first of a number of horse¬ 
men through whose hands he passed. Evans 
rested Blockade, brought him back to condi¬ 
tion, then sold him to Alec Calvert, who gave 
him his first modest lessons in jumping and 
tried him in the show ring. 

Though Blockade was never in the ribbons, 
due possibly to the fact that blistering had left 
him with very rough-looking shins, he showed 
an aptitude for jumping. North Fletcher

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bought him as a four-year-old for $345 as a 
steeplechasing prospect and turned him over 
in a trade, not long after, to E. Read Beard, a 
Maryland business man who thought he would 
like a fling at timber racing. 

Mr. Beard put Blockade into the hands of 
Victor P. Noyes, who gave him his first train¬ 
ing in jumping at speed. He was started the 
first time in the Whitemarsh Invitation Cup, 
three and a half miles over timber, a point-to- 
point intended for hunting horses rather than 
racehorses, on May 5, 1934. He was ridden by 
David McIntosh and showed nothing, for he 
lost his rider because of a broken stirrup- 
leather. 

Four days later at Radnor, Blockade was 
ridden by Ray Woolfe, well-known gentleman 
rider; he was one of a field of six that started 
in the Clarkson Cup, three and a half miles 
over timber for maidens, and finished fourth, 
17 lengths behind the winner. His only other 
start of the year was at the 122nd Cavalry

meeting at Mt. Carmel, Conn., where he was 
ridden by G. Dillon and failed to be among the 
first three in the Nutmeg State Steeplechase, 
two and a half miles over timber. 

Blockade was still a highly-strung horse and 
took so much out of himself in the early part 
of his races that he lacked the stamina and 
vitality necessary for going a distance. Mr. 
Beard hardly knew whether to continue with 
Blockade or not. He obviously could run if he 
could be quieted down. 

After Mr. Beard’s sudden death most of his 
horses were sold, but Blockade was sent to 
S. L. Pfefferkorn, Jr., who gave him a season s 
bunting. This really made the horse. 

When the Howard County Horse Show put 
on a race in memory of his late owner, Mrs. 
Beard entered Blockade and he came in a

winner in that informal affair. That settled his 
career, for the competent Janon Fisher, Jr., 
saw him and induced Mrs. Beard to put him 
back into serious training. 

He made his first start under his new trainer 
at My Lady’s Manor, where he ran sixth in a 
field of ten; he was ridden for the first time 
by J. F. Colwill, a Maryland youngster who 
was just as green at racing at that time as was 
the horse he rode. Five races followed through 
1937 and he was yet to make the winner’s 
circle, though he was twice second. In the 
Maryland Hunt Cup of that year he lost his 
rider at the seventh fence after leading for 
the first few fences. 

In 1938, Blockade was started first at the 
Manor and finished second, beaten two lengths 
by Tres Bon but that same distance in front of 
the 1936 Maryland Hunt Cup winner, Inshore. 







He came out next in the Maryland Grand 
National and was again second, beaten a length 
and a half by Inshore; he was a contender 
throughout and made several runs but was 
used up so much he had little left for the 
finish. And then came his Maryland. 

Blockade was first over the first jump and 
led from there to the finish, except for a brief 
moment going to the next to last fence when 
he threatened to bear out. He fenced beauti¬ 
fully for young Colwill, making only one mis¬ 
take in the 22 fences. He came over the last 
fence flying and ran down the stretch like a 
fresh horse, unmindful of the four miles he 
had just covered in phenomenal time. 

Blockade is a chestnut, rangy, sturdy, wiry, 
but certainly not handsome. He stands 16.1 
and weighs 1,125 lbs. He likes big fences and 
he can really run.

Report of TRA Board 

It is concluded that the only basic solution 
as agreed upon by all national bodies and by 
v eterinarians is annual inoculation of Thor¬ 
oughbreds and regular fogging of stable areas. 

It is concluded that since mandatory vaca¬ 
tion is not feasible at the present time, a 
Program of propaganda to sell voluntary inocu- 
krion be established. 

It is noted that Dr. Raymond Randall, an 
a uthority on sleeping sickness in horses, in 
discussing sleeping sickness, stated that there 
ls no convincing evidence that the disease is 
transmitted by contact between horses. 

It is, therefore, recommended that a pub- 
hcity campaign be initiated through the TRA 
Publicity department to all Thoroughbred 
tnedia—particularly to the Triangle Publica¬ 
tions—stressing the need (without alarm) for 
v °luntary inoculation. For example, stories 
re garding the vaccination of horses by leaders

in the sport might stimulate others to follow 
suit. Rex Ellsworth has vaccinated three hun¬ 
dred horses for the past two years with good 
results. Another example of leadership is 
Amory Haskell's inoculation program for one 
hundred horses; also Irving Gushen’s plans to 
inoculate his horses. Such publicity regarding 
these and other leaders in the sport may in¬ 
duce other horsemen to follow their leader¬ 
ship. 

On the local level, and yet on a national 
scale, it is recommended that racing secre¬ 
taries of all TRA tracks send a special notice 
recommending that horses be inoculated prior 
to shipment. Such a notice may be sent with 
the stall allotment notice. This notice should 
be perfectly clear that it is only a recommen¬ 
dation, and not an order. 

It is recommended that TRA track manage¬ 
ments meet with the local HBPA president 
and committee and urge them to recommend 
voluntary inoculation. 

It is recommended that TRA track manage¬ 
ments confer with their state racing commis¬ 
sions urging them not to place embargoes 
upon horses from other areas. 

It is recommended that TRA track manage¬ 
ments urge association and commission veteri¬ 
narians to, in turn, urge voluntary vaccination. 

It is recommended that in the event an epi' 
demic of this disease occurs anywhere in the 
United States that the TRA committee meet 
with the racing bodies concerned to work out 
an amicable, orderly program of action in 
order to avoid discrimination against any re¬ 
gion of the country. Such action would also 
help to prevent the development of panic 
among the horsemen. 

It is recommended that these conclusions 
and recommendations be released to the racing 
press (only) for publication. 

In closing, it is recommended that a TRA 
committee continue to work on this problem ) 
in cooperation with other national bodies m 
Thoroughbred racing.
